FALL OF THE COURTHOUSE, 

During the rush of applicants for assistance, 
5 large section of the Meeting street front of 
the courthouse, opposite the city hall, fell out. 
The report cf the fall was equal to an earth- 
quake shcck. Immediately the assembled 
ghousancs in and out of the building began to 
sway acd move like billows of astorm stricken 
sea, The cooler heads present mounted chairs 
snd admouished the people to move away 
quietly and not become excited. The scene 
was appalling fora short time, but quiet was 
fipally restored. LThe men at work tearing 
gown frail pottions of the courthouse were 
ordered to stop work. 

THE RELIEF COMMITTEE'S WORK. 

Acting Mayor Huger says the relief com- 
mittee is now assisting about one-third of 
Charleston's entire population. Mayor Qourte- 
pey is expected to arrive on the first train en 
the Coast Line tomorrow and will hold a

The steeple of Saint Michael’s church, 
the land mark of the city, which was supposed 
to bave been-completely wrecked, appears to 
be about the only tall structure which will be 
permitted to stand. 

At sunrise this morning the weather looked 
threatening, and at this hour, (11 a. m.), it 
jooks a: though a steady rain may setin before 
night. People who slept on board vessels in 
the harbor last night, say they felt the cleven 
o'clock shock very plainly. Vessels made a 
forward plunge; then there was a rumbling 
noise and the waves thumped the hulls vi- 
tiously. The scientists came to the front to- 
day with the statement that there will be a 
revisitations of theshocks every day for some- 
Lime, possibly weeks, yet.

THE MOUTUARY LIST, 
The usual weekly bill of mortuary shows a 
total of 98 deaths in the city for the week 
ending September 4. Of these 25 were white 
and 6S colored. The deaths catisod by earth- 
quake were 38, up to the 4th inst., 11 of these 
being white people and. 27 colored. Since then 
there have been several additional deaths, 
caused by earthquake. On the th inst. Julia 
Riley, colored, died of marasmus and exposure. 
Mrs, Mary Buchanan, white, aged 50 years, 
wag itsken out of her building after the shock 
on Tuesday night and died from exposure and 
theshock. Today died Lizzie Graut of heart 
disease brought on by fright and exposure. 
Adeline Blainey is at the point of death. She 
is a colored woman, aged about 60 years, and 
broke her leg trying to escape from her buail{- 
ing on Tuesday night. 

THE DAMAGED CHURCHES, 

Bishop Howe furnishes the following state- 
ment of the needs of the Episcopal church in 
this diocese: St. Philip’s church and church 
home, both much injured. St. Philip’s is the 
mother church of the diocese, a parish since 
1675, St. Michael’s church, a colonial church, 
built in 1751, damaged very wernn St. 
Paul's church, the largest in the city, built in 
1816, very badly damaged: Grace church, 
badly damaged; St. Luke’s, not seriously in- 
jured, but needing repair; Calvary church, a 
free church for colored people, seriously hurt; 
St. Timothy chapel, needs rebuilaing. 

Yesterday worship was held in the open 
air. With their own houses not inhabitable, 
how can these people repair their churches’ 
Bishop Howe adds that any money sent te 
him for the above purposes will be distribu- 
ted according to his best judgment, unless 
otherwise directed. He thinks at least $190,- 
000 is needed. 

PROVIDING FOR REFUGEES, 

Relief committees are hard at work, Addi- 
tional tents have been placed in the public 
squares, and for the colored le tomforta- 
ble wooden shelters have n erected on 
Marion square. There is accommodation al- 
ready for 1,500 colored refagees, and 625 slept 
in the shelters last night. The subsistence 
committee will meet regularly and supp 
provisions to all who are needy and unable 
support themselves, 

here is still a strong disposition to remove 
women and children from the city to spare 
them further danger and anxiety. The South 
Carolina, Savaunah aud Charleston and Rich- 
mond and Danville railroads, are giving free 
transportation, and about 500 passes were 
issued to white and colored people yesterday. 
Many passes were for families of four or five. 
The main objective points are in upper and 
middie South Carolina. In Columbia, ample 
quarters have been provided for all refugees 
and offers of shelter are coming in from many 
points. Thecity is perfectly quiet, and the 
work of clearing up and repairing has begun. 
The first thought, however, is to prop up walls 
which are deemed insecure. 

THE SCIENTISTS DISAGREE, 

Considerable feeling was aroused in the city 
today by the estatementof Professor Simon 
Newcomb, fhata tidal wave might be looked 
for, or was within probabiligt This opinion 
is scouted by Professors McGee and Menden- 
hal), who are here and who say thatif New- 
comb had been familiar. with the facts he 
would not have hastly expressed any such 
opinion, The scientistsin question say there 
cannot be a tidal wave, in consequence or as 
an accompaniment of the recent earthquakes, 
and that there is no reason to expect a tidal 
wave under any circumstances at Charleston, 
on eccunt of the peculiar formation of the 
sea coast, A tidal Wave, even if it approached 
Charlestoyp, would expand and dissipate itself 
in shallow water long before it reached our 
shores. Professors Mc(tiee and Mendenhall 
are confident that the earthquakes aie snb- 
stantia'ly over, although there may be occa: 
sional tremblings or detorations. One of the 
reasons for saying this is that all the spouting 
weels which have been formed in the neigh- 
borhood of Charleston by the earthquake 
ceased to flow yesterday, which fact is taken 
as proof that the abnormal stress and pressure 
which induced the spouting has passed away, 
and that normal conditions have been re: 
sumed, 

CONFIDENCE IN COURTENEY., 
The high opinions placed on the ability, 
energy and sagacity of Mayor Courteney was 
never better exemplified than the outspoken 
satisfaction with which al! classes look for- 
ward to his return tomorrow. Thereis every- 
where a feeling of relief and almost of confi- 
dence on this account, and a certainty that all 
that is within the range of his executive abil- 
ity and large intelligence will speedily be 
accomplished. The News and Courier said to- 
day that the return of Mayor Courteney was 
worth 1,000 men to the city, and this is the 
feeling everywhere. Unquestionably he is 
es man of men for such an emergency as 
this. 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 

The Knights of Labor made their appear- 
ance on the scenes this evening and presented 
a communication to the relief committee, in 
which it was advised that the Knights of 
Labor ascertain, by personal inquiry, what 
distress there was in the city and be empowered 
todraw on the relief committee for funds 
necessary to meet it. The committee in reply 
informed the Knights of Labor that they 
would be glad to receive from them, as from 
any body of citizens,any information that 
would enable them to ascertain existing dis- 
tress and to provide for it, and that any cases 
of distress reported to them and tound to be 
deserving would be promptly and cheer- 
fully provided for to the extent of 
their ability. The committee, however, felt 
that they had no authority to transfer to any 
body of citizens, the custody of the funds for 
which they are responsible tothe mayor of 
city and tothe generous donors. Itis now 
hoped that the steep'e of St. Philip’s can be 
saved, but the porticos ofthe church must bo

CHICAGO’S CELEBRATION, 

CHICAGO, September 6.~—The annual street 
parade in this city today was the most note- 
worthy ever made by the labor organizations 
of Chicago, both in point of numbers and in 
point of equipment. The day was warm, but 
perfect in all other respects for street display. 
The column began moving at 10:30 0’clock and 
marching steadily, wastwo hours in its pas- 
sage. The colamn wasdivided into nine di- 
visions, and close computation places; the 
number Sof marchers in line at between 
thirty and thirty-five thousand. A 
feature of the parade was remarkable uniform- 
ity shown by each division of marchers, the’ 
latter all being equipped with canes and gen- 
erally wearing slouch hats ofa dark or gray 
color. All trades marched in columns of fours, 
wellclosed up and generally moving with 
great precision and regularity. One column 
of five hundred employes of bank and safe 
manufacturers wore white tiles. A _col- 
umn of journeymen tailors, uum- 
bering one thousand, wore white 
derbys and presented probably the finest ap- 
pearance ofany distinct body of marchers. 
The American flag was carried by each divis- 
ion and there were very few mottoes or ban- 
ners borne in the columns. One of the 
trucks in line carried the figure ofa twent 
foot giant stamping out cheap labor, idealiz 
by the figure of a Chinaman. The procession 
concluded with an almost endless display of 
manufactured goods. _

INTIMIDATING LABORERS. 


Negro Laborers on an Alabama Railroad 
Threatened by a Mob.° 


MoBILE, September 6.—Work on the main 
line of the Mobile and Western Alabama road 
begen this morning, but hardly had some fifty 
men broken ground when about 200 other 
colored men gathered in the neighborhood and 
ordered the laborers to desist, saying they 
should not work for a dollara day, but must 
demand two dollars. The laborers were in- 
timidated and quit work. Thereupon a pro- 
cession was formed and the streets of the town 
paraded. The railroad company contracted 
two weeks ago with laborers for track-laying 
through the streets at one dollar, but volun- 
tarily raised the wages to one dollar and a 
quarter, working the men about thirteen 
hours a day. Beginning on the main line 
this morning, the hours were reduced to ten 
hours and the men were willing to take one 
dollar. Since thestrike other men have been 
obtained at that rate who worked today pro- 
tected by deputy sheriffs, but.all the time men- 
anced by crowds of negroes who threaten to 
killthem. The force of the deputy sheriffs 
will be increased tomorrow. If this proves in- 
effective, the company will begin work at the 
other end of the line in Washington county.

The steamer came in 
last week from a voyage to the West Indies 
and the South American ports, and Golden, 
who is 2 Scotchman, took board at No, 321 
West street, Saturday he was taken ill and 
by Sunday night characteristic symptoms of 
yellow fever had developed. The health offi- 
cers carried him to St. Vincent’s hospital, 
where he is nowdying. Tike steamer, hospital 
and boarding house have been disinfected. 
New York has scattered cases of yellow fever 
every summer. This is the first this year. 
The health officers do not fear that the con- 
tagion will spread, professing to believe that it 
can never again obtain a foothold in New 
York.

WHAT THE KUKLUX DID. 


The Origin of the Famous Band Told by a 
Southerner, 

Warm Sprinas, N. C., September 6.—Sit- 
ting on the broad piazza of the hotel here, 
away from the promenaders, I listened last 
night to a passionite, earnest justification of 
kukluxism in Louisiana and other southern 
states. The story of wrong and outrages; the 
violation, ruthless and rough, ofall that men 
hold most dear and sacred, as it came pouring 
in burning words from the lips of one of New 
Orleans’s wost eloquent divines, was in strik- 
ing contrast to the perfect peace that wrapped 
the valley in deep silence. The moon was 
shining with a brilliancy seen only in south- 
ern climes, and the clearly defined mountains 
were patched with alternate lightand shadow 
astheclouds drifted by. The conversation 
bad drifted on southern topics, and as the 
preacher, whose faith isa firm belief in the 
fatherhood of God and the _ brother- 
hood of man, warmed with his subject his 
physical ills for the time were forgotten, and 
the mentality that has stirred many a congre- 
gation with its fire burned and glowed like 
molten iron. “Was kukluxiem justifiable?” 
he said, in answer toa question. “Yes,sir,and 
if the doctrine that ‘the ena justifies the means’ 
was ever correct, it was during the reign of 
terrorism in the southern states when kuklax- 
ism was rampant. Remember, sir, that at the 
close of the war and during the reconstruction 
period the white men in the south were dis- 
armed, and it was a penal offense for them to 
have firearmsin their homes. The negroes, 
however, were armed; our streets and high- 
Ways were patrolled by negro soldiery, who 
were but a set of barbarians and savages, worse 
than are the savagestoday in the interior 
of Africa. It got so that a white 
woman dare not cross the 
threshold of her house lest she be assaulted by 
one of these brutes, while white men had to 
abandon the roads tothe negroes and make 
their way across the fields as best they might. 
To appeal to the law was useless, for the 
judg¢s were carpet baggers and sustaiped the 
negrces. , 

“Tt was this state of affairs, when we saw our 
civilization, and al) the rights and privileges 
of society being§swept away, and our dear ones 
exposed to a fute worse than death, that gave 
birth to kukluxism. Self preservation is a 
fundamental law, and recognizing that naught 
but heroic measures would quell the growing

The most brutal were 
either shot or hung; otners thoroughly whipped 
and ordered to leave the country. In this way 
a reign of teiror was created among the ne- 
groo:, and the white men gaised control. Why, 
sir, even the federal troops that weresent dowa 
to supprees ku-kluxism refused in many in- 
stances to interfere, and in some cases actually 
aided. They knew thatit was nota condi- 
tion of crime and anarchy, buta necessity 
born of negro insolence and intolerance,” 

“What aboutthe lord-Murphy murder in 
New Orleans?” 

“New Orleans is and has been since the 
days of Warmouth cursed by ring rule. Tho 
spectacle of a judge adjourning his court and 
deliberately going out and shooting a man to 
death as one woulda wild beast was simply 
disgraceful, and isabloton the fair fame of 
the queen city Sthat will not soon be effaced. 
The ring did all in its power to save 
the murderers, and perhaps would 
haye succeeded had it not been for 
the efforts of Rev. R. A. Holland, of Trinity 
church. Henotonly published letter after 
letter in the Picayune, demanding their 
punishment, but also publicly and from his 
puJpit demanded their execution. © His life 
was frequently threatened by members of the 
ring, but he persevered and won. Had those 
men been pardoned they would have been 
lynched within twenty-four hours. So de- 
termined were the members of Trinity parish, 
the wealthiest in New Orleans, to rid the city 


| of the scourge, that 100 of them organized 


eecretly for the purpose of lynching the mur- 
derers. Among the members of this band 
were numbered some of the most respected 
citizens of New Orleans, and thbtir coun- 
ee] was their pastor. In many respects Rev. 
R. A. Hollandisa remarkable man. Heisa 
Kentuckian by birth, and although of small 
physique, is all pluck, and does not hesitate 
to raise his voice in denunciation of wrong: 
doing and in favor of a higher civilization. 
From bis pulpit he fought the fraud in the 
exposition management, and alone was the 
means of stopping the bull fighting on the ex- 
position grounds. You may know how de- 
voted he is to principle when I tell you the 
men he fought in the exposition were among 
the wealthiest members of hischurch. He is 
strongly intellectual,and has most pronounced 
views, which he never hesitates to expreas 
when occasion requires.”

We Stand by the Figures. 

*‘Has Atlanta gained or lost business since 
tbe prohibition election ?’’ 

This question has been discussed heartily 
for some weeks, and the weight of opinion 
has been one way today and the other way 
tomorrow. Fortunately, exact statistics are 
at hand which settle the matter beyond dis- 
pute, and prove 

“That Atlanta has gained largely in busi- 
ness since prohibition went into effect !’’ 

“There are eight railroads that carry At- 
lanta’s freights. Every pound of yoods we 
£ell goes over one of these roads. If these 
roads show a diminution of outward freights 
from Atlanta, then our business has dimin- 
ished. If the volume of out going freights 
hhas increased, then our business has in- 
creased. 

Let us see what the railroad books show. 
The East Tennessee carried out of Atlanta, 
and billed from Atlanta, 7,191,000 pounds 
of freight in August, 1886, against 3,472,000 
in August, 1885, There was the same pro- 
-portion of increase in June and July. So 
over the East Tennessee road Atlanta 
doubled her business thissummer over what 
she did last summer, and the fall increase 
promises to be even greater. 

But, did the East Tennessee gain business 
at theexpense of the other roads? If so, 
the city’s gain is lost. Atthe Central there 
was almost a blockade of outgoing trains; 
the officials reported a heavy gain in basi- 
ness, and the books showed a gain of 70,009 
pounds in the first three days of the month. 
The West Point road reports that the busi- 
ness for the three summer months of 1586 is 
at least 50 per cent above the three summer 
months of 1885. The Georgia Pacific reports 
that the increase bas been so marked as to 
provoke comment from all the depot and 
railroad officials. The Western and Atlantic 

- road makes up its books on July ist and 
presents them to the lessees, but the officials 
_ state that the demand for extra depot accom- 

modations and extra local freight trains has 

been marked, and is constantly increasing. 

The Richmond and Danville received from 

freights billed from Atlanta $5,691 in July, 

#65, and $6,762 in 1886, an increase of 20 

per cent, and the increase for August is even 
larger. ‘The Georgia railroad books are 
keptin Augusta, but the increase of At- 

lanta tonnage this summer has been 80 

marked that it has been a common topic 
about the depot. :

In spite of freight discriminations, the 
freightage billed from Atlanta (which meaus 
goods manufactured or sold in Atlanta) has 
increased on every road leading out of the 
city. This increase runs from 20 per cent 
to 100 per cent. The way-bills show that 
Atlanta freight is constantly reaching new 
territory. Against these plain and emphatic 
figures, no amount of opinion or complaint 
cen prevail. Commercially, Atlanta is hold- 
ing her own, and pushing ahead as rapidly 
ae her best friend could desire.

On Sunday morning, Toe ConsTiITUTiIoN 
printed and sold 21,000 copies of its sixteen- 
pege paper, and then fell thousands of copies 
below the demand.

Now that Victoria Morosini Schilling has 
run away from her coachman husband, the 
history of the miserable love-match is again 
dragged before the public. 

Victoria’s great mistake was not in mar- 
rying a coachman. Men lower in station 
than Schilling have risen to honorable dis- 
tinction, even to the presidency of the 
United States. The mistake she made was 
in being an undutiful daughter. She de- 
ceived her father and mother, was ungrate- 
ful and played them false. 

It was natural to suppose that such a 
woman would leave her husband in the 
lurch whenever the notion seized her. She 
tricked her parents, and that was sufficient 
to put her husband on notice that she would 
trick him. 

Old Morosini comes in for his share of 
blame. ising from the very dregs of 
gutterdom, the curse of suddenly acquired 
wealth wrecked him morally and mentally, 
and filled him with a vain ambition. He 
kept his daughter almost a prisoner, wait- 
ing for a prince or millionaire to ask her 
hand in marriage. Victoria was only flesh 
and blood. She was a girl, and a very 
girly girl at that. Shedid not care much 
about a prince or a millionaire, if she had 
to wait too lepg. Besides, she was of the 
opinion that ‘‘the husband of a beautiful 
woman should be a man and not a money 
chest.’’ So when the first man came along 
she scooped him, anda very bad thing it 
turned out for the man. 

Perhaps it does not very much matter 
whether Victoria has left her husband to 
return to her father or to hide herself some- 
where. The mischief is done. The peace 
of two families has been broken up, and no 
divorce, no patched-up reconciliation with 
the Morosinis will improve matters. The 
whole wretched business should warn pa- 
rents and daughters to do their duty by 
each other and avoid the mistakes that 
cannot be remedied in a life time. 


Brother Belo and the Schemers.. 

The New York Evening Post, which, we 
are glad to say, has grown to be extremely 
sensitive in regard to the future of the dem- 
ocratic party, which isthe party of reform 
in this country, appears to be afraid that 
there is in the south some kind of-sneaking 
opposition to the renomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Weare not surprised, therefore, to 
see the Post copy with quick approval an 
editorial from the Galveston News entitled, 
“Can the Spoilsmen and Jobbers Defeat 
Cleveland?’ 

The News, according to the Post, sets 
forth the scheme of these classes to defeat 
Cleveland in the next democratic national 
convention by ‘‘stocking the New York 
convention’’ and sending a Hill delegation, 
on the presumption that no party will ever 
nominate a candidate whose own state dele- 
gation is against him. 

There seems to be a good deal of genuine 
Texas stuffing in this scheme; but there is 
one fact that the Evening Post ought to bear 
in mind, namely: that when the Texas arti- 
cle was written, Brother Belo, of the Gal- 
veston News, was clinging to the president’s 
Coat-tailsin the Saranac wilderness, and 
making himself generally useful by toting 
Mrs. Cleveland’s work-basket acros3 the 
country whenever occasion offered. We ad- 
mire Brother Belo’s intense loyalty, of 
course, but he makes a too nervous display 
of it. Heprobably saw in some hewspaper 
& suggestion that Governor Hill, of New 
York, is a pretty good democrat, and con- 
cluded, thereupon, that there is a desperate 
scheme going on somewhere to deteat Mr.

Bermuda and the Karthquake, 

At present our scientists are unable toale- 
termine whether the earthquake spent its 
force up and down the Sonth Atlantic coast 
or whether it was felt far out at sea. 

Naturally, there is a feeling of apprehen- 
sion over the fate of Bermuda, The island 
is in Charieston’s latitude almost to a sec- 
ond, and about 675 miles distant. If the 


covnting room was closed, and the crowd » earthquake extended a great distance into 


the Atlantic, Bermuda must have suffered 
seriovsinjury. ‘The island is about sixteen 
miles long and two miles wide. It is of 
coral formation onthe top of a volcanic 
mountain, There are great caves rusning 
through it, letting the sea in to the interior 
of the island. Half of it is very low, aad 
the other half runs up to a height of about 
300 jget. It is evident that a single severe 


shock would throw this unsubstantial mass 


into the sea, and a tidal wave would sweep 
it away. 

The absence of a tidal wave at Charleston 
aflords some hope, but until Bermuda can 
be.heard from there will be grave doubts.

A STRANGE CASE. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of Edward 
Myers and His Singular Return. 
From the New York Sun. 

The case of Mr. Conant, editor ot Harper’s 
Weekly, who left home, friends and business long 
months ago and has not yet been found by those 
searching, is paralleled every week in the year, 
One of the many strange cases was that of a citi- 
zen of Wisconsin named Edward Myers. He resid- 
ed in a village of about 3,000 inhabitants, and 
owned a store, a flour mill, a tannery and other 
interests. He was, in fact, the leading man of the 
town, and at the time of his disappearance was 
looked’ upon asashrewd, keen-witted and level- 
headed man. One October evening just at dusk he 
took a pitcher and started to cross the street to the 
house of a neighbor who had that day brought 
home a barrelof rew cider, and when he passed 
through the door his wife and children had seen 
him for the last time in seven years. Aftera 
couple of hours had passed one of the family cross- 
ed the street to look for liim, and found that he 
had not been tothe house. Next day search was 
made, ard tor the first month probably 2,000 people 
were on the lookout for some trace of the missing 
man.

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THE SHAKE OF 1812. 


The Effects ofthe Earthquake Still Visible 
Near Nashville, 
From the Nashville Banner. 

It may be of interest to the reading public 
this particular time to recall the effect of the earth- 
quake.of i812, feltin Davidson county. It was 
quite a severe shake, but the only effect now to be 
seen in the county is on Mill creek, near Morgan's 
mill. <A strip of land,containing about forty acres, 
was sunk to a depth of twelve or fifteen feet below 
the turface. This ground is in cultivation, and is 
one ofthe richest spotsin the county. Another 
feature of interest about this spot is that it is about 
the lowest geological point inthe state. Asan evi- 
dence of this, the highest stratum ofrock in the 
place shows itself in the bed of the Cumberland 
river, about twenty feet below low water mark. 
When the American association for the advance- 
ment of science met in Nashville, the association 
visited this piece of ground ina body and made a 
critical examination of its surroundings, 

As a result ofthe shock of 1812 we now have the 
famous Reelfoot lake in Obion county, west Ten- 
nessee. Instantaneous with the shock hundreds of 
acresof laud dropped out of sight, thus form 
one Ofthe most wonderful lakes inthe world, 
Some ofthe trees remained in their natural posi- 
tion, but their tops are now under water. Tennes- 
e¢e was sparsely settled in those days, and little is 
known of the true history of this lake. In the fall 
of 1861 an earthquake oes over the country, and 
alihough a more decided shake tnan this one, did 
no material damage. It oecurred about sunrise, 
and was so severe that it threw people down and 
cracked a great many buildings, some few falling, 
It was uniform al! over the union in its severity.

Spe Crowds in Attendance—Programme of This 
Week-An Old Folks’ Meeting Today —Bermon 
py Rev. Sam Small atthe Morning Ser- 
rice Vesterday—Meeting Notes. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., September 6,.—[Spe- 
cial.) —This was the fourth day of the “Sam 
Jones” tabernacle services, Yesterday there 
was a perfect crush and jam, and the eloquent 
addresses of Dr. Hawthorne in the morning, 
Rev. Mr. Christian in the afternoon, and Rev. 
Sam Small in the evening, were greatly appre- 
ciated by the multitudes they faced. A spirit 
of earnestness pervades every service with a 
steadily growing religious enthusiam. 

The beginning of this week's services was 
announced by the bells of the several chu rches, 
as their tongues swung in melodious vibra. 
tion. 

There will be an old people’s meeting to- 
morrow (Tuesday) morning at 10:30 o'clock. 
All are invited to be present, but the ser- 
vices will be held especially in the interest of 
thore who bave passed into thesere and yel 
low leaf time of life, when perhaps there is 
scsrce spacely of days left them to turn around 
and pluck up the seeds they had sown in tieir 
long stretch of existence. 


The sunrise service was conducted by Rev. 


W. A. Dodge. and was altogether an informal 
ore, given to much prayer and quaint oid con- 
gregatioral singing. 

Rev. Sam Jones who, to the regretof so 
many, was too much indisposed yesterday to 
be out, is much better today, and will 
doubtiess be ont and take part in the services 
tomorrow. 

The 10.30 o’clock service was an interesting 
one: The singing was especially good. Pro- 
fessor Excell sung several splendid solos. 

Monday morning, as Colonel R. H. Jones 
stated in a brief opening talk at this service, 
was 2 most trying time aniday for a camp- 
meeting or any other kiad of a meeting, but, 
notwithstanding that, tev. Sam Small, who 
preached, was greeted by a good sized crowd. 

Mr. Small captivated his hearers again and 
chenged the conviction of some skeptics by 
his forcible and logical argument. 

Mr. Small based his thoughts and discussion 
of them on the 15th verse of the 3d chaptar of 
the gospel of St. John: 

“He that believeth on Him 
the Son of God, is here spoken of) is 
not condemned but he that believeth 

pot is condemned already, becanso he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten Son 
of God.” 

In treatirg the theme of faith in Christ, Mr. 
Smal] was unusually brilliant, logical and con- 
vincing. The trend of the discourse may be 
gathcred from the synoptical report we are 
able to give herewith. 

This text, said the preacher, embodies at 
once a statement that brings unmeasurel con- 
solation to the Christian and suggests the 
most woeful possibilities to the unbeliever. It 
is a sweet guerdon-of peace to the faithful dis- 
ciples of Jesus; it is the open door to a fearful 
chamber of herrorsto him who wilfully and 
recklessly refuses to have faith inthe name and 
person of the Son of God. 

What isitto believe ona person? What 
more can it be than faith in his personality 
and character and thethorough committal of 
one's self to those activities of which that per- 
son isthe exemplar and those principles of 
which he is the embodiment? If I believe on 
Jesus Christ the highest reason I can give for 
my faith is my conviction that Heis the Son 
of God and in His Son the Father has visibly 
and completely revealed his will concerning 
man. The logical conclusion ofthis conviction 
is that I must commit myself, my understand- 
ing, my will, my body, my affections, my life- 
labors to the teachings of Christ and to the 
eternal traths of which Heis the perfect em- 
bodiment. 

A fair, calm and spiritual study of the per- 
sonality of Christ, of His words and worke, of 
His mission and its accomplishment in His 
sufferings, sacrifice, death on the cross and 
glorious resurrection from the grave, convinces 
me that Heis the divinely ordained author 
and finisherjof my faith. And when I say ‘‘! 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ,” I mean, if | 
mean anything in truth, that I have accepted 
Him as my personal Savior, His life as the 
model of the life (:od would have me to lead 
and His character asthe standard that God 
would have me conform my character with as 
J fashion it in this life for its destiny 
in the world to come. If I*do not 
believe on Him in that sense, of what value, 
or effect. is my declaration of faith? 

I do not believe on Christ simply as an his- 
torical character and exemplar, A faith like 
that could have but little better effect upon 
my life-work and character than faith in any 
one of the multitudes of good, and noble, and 
spparentiy unblemished men of the world’s 
history. The life of Washington may affect 
for good my lifeas an American patriot; the 
life of Howard may influence my zeal as a 
humantarian; the life of Cesar may determine 
my ardor as a soldier; but when I seek for a 
lifeand principles toinspirit and dominates 
me in the high and holy interests of 
my life as a totality, I find the 
purest, loftiest and most divinely accentuated 
exemplar in Jesus Christ, “the same yesterday, 
today, and forever!” 

Now. therefore, to do the will of God, I may 
turn safely from the cold, pulselezs letter of 
the law, as given unto Moses, and follow rev- 
erentiy, obediently and joyfully in the foo:- 
tlepsof HisSon. So long as I live by the 
spirit which was manifest in Him I live His 
lifein mine.and I can no more come under 
condemnation than Christ can be condemaed 
for His spirit and His words and works. 

Cbrist is today more of a living personality 
to my faith and to my loyalty in thoughts and 
deeds than is Grover Cleveland to me a real 
— and the actual president of this repub-

mall,inan analogous manner, spoke 
of obedience to the statute laws of Georgia 
and bow they were obeyed by men who were 
even totally ignorant of their existence, and, 
taid be, why is it that we today sit here under 
this tabernacle free men, withont indictments 
Sf2inet us in any court and without warrants 
for our arrest in the hands of the sheriff?

peace with God. The o distinction be- 
twcen a sinner on earth and a devil in hell is 
the ng. volNring of God towards the living 
man. if youare suddenly cut off in your 
sins, there is no other center of gravity in the 
uhivese to which you could £0, except to hell, 
and you Would go there with the consent of 
yCvF Gwn consciousness, the consent of your 
fellow men, of angels in Heaven and of the 
Kighteous Judge Himself. How would it be 
pessible to eustain the justice of God, His 
mercy and His compassion, and to maintain 
the prirciples ard polity of His govern 
ment and system of rewards and recompenses, 
ita man who is an unbeliever in the very 
things God has made the essentials of salva- 
tion sheuld be admitted into heaven? And if 
you are an unbeliever today, and continue in 
unbelicf, you are continuing in an estate 
which is that of a devil, but of a devil to 
whom there is yet offered a day and place for 
repentance. . 
M r. Small then proceeded at length and in 
striking figures to show how a man might be- 
come a disciple of and thoroughly believe in 
and be saturated in different philosophies and 
eophistical ideas, adherents to the Platorian 
theory, Budhistic faith, Ingersollism, ete. He 
a’so showed how thoroughly and intensely a 
man could become imbued with, believe in 
ard be dominated by the principles of both 
the cemecratie and republican parties. These 


men, he said, could always be 
fourd _ staunch advocates for their 
respective parties or theeries, because 


they were committed to them. Men should 
therefore commit themselves to and believe in 
Christ, as He demands of him, and he should 
make this allegiance to Christ, the supreme, 
high, sublime faith and belief and governing 
principle of his life, 

It is easier to keep the ten commandments 
of God than it is to keep all the laws in the 
code of Georgia. To keep the ten com- 
mandments of God there is nothing 
to do except to keep your eye steadfastly on 
Christ, learn of Him and imbibefrom Him that 
spirit which will naturally and without effort 
make ycu keep the law of God. 

Alla man needs in order to become a Chris- 
tian is tocome to Christ and to accept him as 
his Saviour, his teacher and his exempliar. 

When a man goes to Christ and learns of 
Christ snd thoroughly saturates his whole na- 
ture, intellectual, moral and _ spritual 
with tke doctrines of Christ 
and made them his own in all the transactions 
of his life, If that don’t make him a Chris- 
tian what does it make him’ 

Mr.Small said,no one could made him believe 
he was nota Christian. Hedid not care for 
their ‘‘ologies” and“ oxies,’’ for he had nothing 
todo with them, but he knew what the will of 
God was plainer and better than they could 
tell him,and by the grace of God he was 
daily endeavoring to perform that will. 

In concluding Mr. Small earnestly urged 
the immediate surrenderto Christ by those 
who bad not accepted Him, as their savior. In 
urging this he alluded to his own conversion 
aod said that while he was on his knees for 
four hours, praying fora light into his soul, 
he believed that three hoursand fifty-nins 
minutes of that time were wasted, except thrir 
gocd effect mentally, but spiritually he did not 
think it had any effect at all until the moment 
be yielded himself in unreserved loyalty and 
surrender to Jesus Christ. That moment 

everything got straightened out. 

The first thing for man to do is to come up 
and surrender to Jesus Christ ani believe on 


Him. Take Him at His word; take 
Him on His invitation ; follow 
Him, avd let His principles and His 


truth, and His spirit guide youin all your 
transactions in this world;in all your thoughts 
and purposes; in all your ambitious aims. Let 
these a)] be sanctified by the truth of Gad as 
you see it in Jesus Christ, then if you don’t 
live and die a Christian there is no truth in 
the word of (:od, which we have received and 
believed. 
CONSTITUTIONAL PROHIBITION. 

Rev. Sam Small preached again in the aft:r- 
noon, and some of the salient points made in 
the sermon caused a sensation, and drew forth 
hearty “amens’’ from the congregation. The 
text of the sermon was: 

“Here we have no continuing city, but we 
seek one to come,” 

The trend of the discussion was to estab- 
lish that our characters and self-elected envi- 
ronments in this life pre-determine our fit- 
ness or unfitness for citizenship in the city of 
the living God. All efforts at permanency in 


this world are futile. Certainty if life, 
character and eternal establishment can 
be felt only by him who 
builds according to the planus 


and specifications of the divine Architect, and 
after the model furnished by Him in the per- 
son of His holy Son. Whether we will be holy 
as He is holy, or distort the divinity within 
us into the deformity and degradation of a son 
of perdition, is a question of choice devolved 
upon us by reason of the free moral agency we 
personally inherit. We have whatever we 
choose to have. If Atlanta wants a million 
dollar state capitol she does not cease her 
demands until itis in course of erection. If 
she wants a government building she besieges 
congress until her wishes are gratified. When 
she wanted two hundred barrooms she had 
them; when she wanted them no more she 
concentrated her energies and kicked them 
cout of the city. 

“And just here,’ said Mr. Small, “the time 
bas come in Georgia for constitutional probibi- 
tion. If the public sentiment of Georgia is 
empbatically known upon any one subject, it 
is certein that the great majority of our peo- 
ple do not want the liquor question longer left 
open in this commonwealth. Now is the ac- 
cepted time to put the seal of everlasting pro- 
hibition upon the manufacture, sale, or im: 

ortation of the damnable stuff in Georgia. 

‘e want the question definitively put at rest. 
We do not want to be biennially harrassed all 
over the state with recurring elections on 
the liquor question. We want to put 
an eternal quietus upon these alleged 
‘conservative associations’ and serve final 
notice upon the liquor dealers that their occu- 
pation in Georgia is gone beyond recall. Why, 
even now, they have flown from Atlanta to 
Birmingham, Macon, Griffin, Chattanooga and 
otker cities, where they are roosting like 
bloody- beaked vultures chased from their prey, 
and thinking to flop back to their old haunts 
in cur midst next year. ‘God forbid any such 
appalling calamity! Better, a thousand times, 
might we suffer cyclones, conflagrations and 
yet more fearful rockings of Mother Earth by 
the hand ot Omnipotence. Let u;, then, go 
boldly fo: ward, demand and compel constita- 
tiona) prohibition throughont all the territory 

of our grand old state.” 

These centiments met with the cordial re- 
sponse of nearly every one in the large con- 
gregation and seemed to strike a popular 
chord in the tempers of the people. Among 
those who listened to the outspoken demand 
was Colonel Pringle, the champion of the 
general local option act which passed in the 
last general assembly. It is understood here 
that Rev. Sam Jones is also on this line of de- 
mand and that he aud Mr. Small are in deep 
earnest in their effort to fire the prohibition 
hosts in Georgia with enthusiasm on this sub- 
ject. It is probable that the slogan thus sound- 
ed will be re-eohoed from every prohibition 
cap in the state at an early day, 

THE AFTERNOON sSERVICES, 

Rev. Dr. W. M. Leftwich, of Nashville, 
Tenn., reached Cartersville this afternoon, 
and preached tonight to another large crowd 
a strong sermon, which was absolutely thrill- 
ing in its fervid intensity at times. He found- 
ed the sentiment of his discourse on the text, 
“Some men’s sins are opened beforehand, 
going before to judgment, and some men they 
follow after.”. The subject of the sermon was 
consciousness, and was ably and forsibl 
handled. Among other things he said: “

Think of a man going 
into eternity with the consciousness of the sins 
of a life time. There is no power in 
heaven, in earth or in hell that 
can remedy the guilt of sin and its effect 
except the blood of Jesus Christ,” 

The sermon was at times thrilling, and visi- 
bly affected Lis hearers. The dottor paid a 
beautiful tribute to the new tabernacle. 

After the sermon the bottom oie | fell out, 
and there was the greatest amount of enthusi- 
asm manifested, At least 100 penitents knelt 
around the altar’s.rails and in their seats. The 
campaign is now fairly opened.

BURIAL OF GENERAL CHEATHAM, 


The Popular Tribute toa Brave and Gallant 
Officer. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 6.—[Special | 
All last night reople were passing in and out 
of the capitol to look onthe face of General 
Frank Cheatham,who lay in state in the senate 
chamber. By daylight the line became con- 
tinuous, and before noon over five thousand 
people had passed through the room contain- 
ing a]l that was mortal of the dead chieftain. 
Now and then an old man or anold soldier 
would stopat the head of the casket, and 
tears silently streamed down his cheeks. In 
the long procession were many children, 
he being a great lover of children, 
and it wastouching to see the genuine sor- 
row depicted on their faces. Hundreds of 
colored people also came, many of them old 
family servants. Attwo o'clock the proces- 
sion formed at the capitol, the military on the 
right with arms reversed. A large number of 
Mexican veterans, ex-confederates and ex- 
federals were in line, including a large delega- 
tion from the George H. Thomas post Grand 
Army of the Republic, In the procession 
were also the govertor and staff, the city offi- 
cert, the mayor and the city council. The 
United States officials came in just ahead of 
the funeral car. Next came carriages contain- 
ing the family and relatives, civic orders and 
citizens in carriages. The procession moved 
tothe First Presbyterian church, where Kt. 
Rev. Bishop Charles T. Quintard, of the Epis- 
copal church, delivered a funeral oration most 
touching in character. The long line then 
reformed, and the longest funeral cortege ever 
seen in Nashville wended its way to Mt. 
Olivet, where the remains were interred ina 
beautiful grove on the hill. The services at 
the grave were simple, consisting of the burial 
service of the E ose church, and some 
affecting remarks by Captain M. B. Pilcher.

The fall term of Fulton superior court began 
yesterday morning. ' 

At nine o'clock the grand jury was empan- 
nelled, and Judge Marshall J, Clarke delivered 
his charge, which was pronounced a most ek- 
cellent one, Among other things, he said : 

EXTRACT FROM THE CHARGE.

Men are taken 
who have the training and practical) judgment of 
experience; who are informed as to the condition 
of scciety, inwhom the nature of mature man.- 
bood has succeeded to the foilies of youth whose 
social relations and interest are esta lished, and 
4 nae ~ n ep happiness is identified with 

e best good of the country. Surely may ) 
kay such men will do right. re 

Again, it is not — expected and reasonably 
expecied that you will do your whole duty, but 
the welfare of society demands that you should. 
Your office, ip general terms, embraces the dis- 
covery and indictment of offenders against the 
law, and the supervision of the affairs of the 
county. The theory of penal statutes is that by 
fixing penalties for the misdeeds of men, protec- 
tion will be sfforded to the persons and estates of 
citizens. The paramount obligation of govern- 
ment is to give such protection and no more effect- 
ive means can be had than to inflict suitable pun- 
ishment upon criminals. 

THE PENAL STATUTE, 

But how worse than worthless is a penal stat- 
ute—Wwhat a pretense and mockery does it become 
when the-very men chosen to search out and 
bring to justice those who violate it, are weak 
cr ough or shameless enough to decline the respon- 
sibility. The officers ofthe county are the agents 
of the people, and like other agents are bound to 
accoul t to at tin. n this accounting 
the principals—the people--have the greatest 
concerd, for it relates to their business, and to 
tbat alone» If the committee appointed to audit 
the acconnts of these agents and generally super- 
vise their affairs--i. e., the grand 
jury, fail to do so, or do the work imper- 
fectiy, how is itto be known whether the people 
are honestiy served or dishonestly? How is the 
true and di)ligeut official to receive that approhg- 

ion which is justly his, or the negligent and wf- 
scrupulous official to be exposed and condemned 
unless the duty now under consideration is dis- 
charged as it should be? The punishment of crime 
and the keeping inorder ofthe county affairs 
are the direct benefits of your service, if it is well 
done. 

Then another benefit, less direct, but some of 
whichweserve at this time special mention. One 
of these, and oneof the most obvious,is that a 
faithful administration of the law inspires confi- 
dence in the government, and thereby dissuades 
men from attempting to secure their rights and to 

unish wrongs by methods unknown to the law. 
fs this quiet, well ordered state of Georgia, and in 
one of the oldest and best cities in it, we have re- 
cently seen amob actingonthe unsworn and ex 
parte statement of 

A WANDERING STRANGER, 

taking the life ofa fellow-ci‘izen without a hear- 
ing or the pretense of it, with no rational means of 
ascertaining his guilt, and simply in blind fury 
upon the sole idea that the courts of that county 
were not to be trusted. No doubt their pretext 
was utterly without foundation, and certainly 
there can be no considerate word for the conduct 
of the mob but those of unmeasured condemna- 
tion, and yet we bave here a notable illustra- 
tion of how a doubtof our tribunals may excite 
men to redress heer 6 by violent means. When 
good men know that the law will be enforced the 
will patiently wait for law, and bad men will 
fear to do otherwise. As in the physica] world, 
when the forces of nature work under the benefi- 
cient reign of order alj is stable and serene, and 
the earth and they that dwell upon it are blessed, 
so in human society, whenits forces move only 


+ under the mild sway of law the people have that 


tranguil sense of seeing in person and estate, 
which is the happiest triumph of government. 

I have said that the people expect you do your 
“ion and that the interests of society demand no 

ess, 

What more elevated or dignified employment of 
a secular character, could engage your attention 
than that which is designed toimprove the mor- 
als ofthe community’? To expose and punish 
criminals, to restrain by the continued menace of 
e law, those disposed to evil to uphold the right 
an 

DENOUNCE THE WRONG 

and tosecure a clear, honest administrator of the 
public affairs are objects worthy of the noblest en- 
deavor. Besides these considerations, which are 
addressed to your reason, there is one greater than 
them all, and which touches the conscience more 
closely. You enter on your work sworn todo it 
well. Youringuiries after criminals shall be dil- 
igent and your presentments shall speak the truth. 
You are to help each to independence of expres- 
sion and conduct by keeping your counsels secret. 
Your dealing with your feliow citizen is to be ab- 
sojutely impartial. Noman isto be presented be- 
cause you envy or hate him, nor shall any go un- 
presented becauseg you fear him or love him. 
This oath calls foratfull, faithful and courageous 
investigation and presentment of the matters given 
you in charge, and nothing less will answer its de- 
mands,

The Atianta City Brewing Company Gomes Up With 
a Petition for a Modfflcoation of the Prohibition 
Law—The Argument That Followed— 

What Was Doue With It, Bte, 


“I move, gentlemen,” said Mr. Cooper,as he 
tapped his desk with his pen knife, “that Mr, 
Collier be called to the chair. It is now three 
o’clock and the mayor is not here yet,” 

The council chamber was alive with mem- 
bers ‘and citizens. The clock had passed 
three—the hour for meeting—and the assem: 


tion prevailed, and Mr, Collier assumed the 
chair and called the body to order, 

The Atlanta City Brewing company pre- 
sented a petition for a modification of the city 
ordinance relating to the keeping on hand of 
lager beer, 

The petition was read by Clerk Goldsmith, 
and created quite a flutter in the body. The 
rules were suspended, and Mr. Hoke Smith, 
attorney for the brewing company, addressed 
the council. The petition read: 

Georgia, Fulton county.—To the Mayor and 

Genera! Council of the City of Atlanta: The Atlanta 
a Brewing company petitions your honorab!e 
body for a modification of the ordinances punish- 
ing possession with intent toseli spirituous and malt 
liquors. Your petitioner, thro its stockholders, 
has invested one hundred and twenty-five thon- 
sand dollars for the eg of manufacturing 
lager beer. The amount thus invested is not worth 
over fifteen thousand dollars for any other pur- 
pose, and its officers are advised and believe that 
vested rights have been acquired which cannot be 
taken for the public good without due compensa- 
tion and without due process of law. Your peti- 
tioner calls attention to the fact that circulars are 
sent by the brewing companies of the north and 
the west all over Atlanta proposing to ship beer to 
all ons who wish it. These shipments can be 
made direct to purchasers without violation of the 
city ordinances; and yet by the ordinances the 
stockholders of your petilioner, who have put 
theiz money in an Atlanta enterprise, are not al- 
lowed to send their wagon and deliver beerin 
bottles by the quart and more at the houses of pri- 
vate citizens. \ our petitioner entertains nodoubt but 
that it can successfullymeet any indictment which 
may be brought nst its officers under the state 
statute, but it asks to be relieved from the opera: 
tion of this ordinance, which would cause the 
constant making of cases against it before the re- 
corder, or else would compel it to abaudon busi- 
ness altogether and suffer a loss of over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

The Atlanta City Brewing Co.

Mr. Smith claimed that his client could con- 
tinue the sale ofbeer despite the ordinance 
but for the petty annoyance occasioned by the 
innumerable cases that would be made against 
the company in police court. He declared 
thst the company had vested rights which the 
prohibition law could not destroy unless the 
property owners were recompensed for their 
loss. Mr. Smith read from the opinion of Jus- 
tices Bradley and Field of the United States 
supreme court in support of his position. He 
then showed that breweries outside of Atlan- 
ta could send into the city any quantity of 
beer and conld not be interferred with. He 
then asked for the adoption of this ordinance: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general council 
of Atlanta, that the ordinance adopted June 21st, 
18€6, applicable to the possession of spirituous or 
malt liquors with intent to sell shall not apply to 
the possession of malt liquors in the possession of 
agents of manufactories established prior to the 
passage of the local option act where the purpose 
of the agent is todeliver to private families for the 
use of such families in quantities of one quart or 
more. 

“I move,” said Mr. May, “that tne petition 
and the oidinance be referred to a special 
committee and that the mayor and the city 
attorney be included in that committee, 

Mayor Hiliyer had putin an appearancs by 
this time the chair had been surrendered by 
Mr. Collier.
